IS THERE ANY USE FOR IT? 

The discussion that took place in the legislature 
the other day means beyond any reasonable doubt 
that the Edmonton norrnal school is to be closed, as 
a means of saving money. The decision has appar- 
ently been definitely reached, and any further 
appeals and protests on the matter would be only 


a waste of energy. 

What may be done now with some small hope 
of results is that the city council and the school 
board make a detailed study of the situation to see 
if there is any use they could make of the building, 


or any use they can suggest for it. If there is any 


essential service to which it can be put, the Govern- 
ment would doubtless be gled to know of it, and 
would presumably make favorable terms of rental 
if the city wanted it. 

An unused building deteriorates faster than one 
that is occupied.

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GET TO THE POINT, PLEASE 

It seems reasonable to suppose that every adult 
Canadian of sound mind who either reads the news- 
papers or listens to the radio understands by this 
time that the country would run into very serious 
difficulties if it were to increase iis currency to aa 
“unlimited” extent, or even to dn obviously absurd 
degree. 

Dumb as we are, it is even safe to assume that 
most Canadians knew this long before the depres- 
sion struck us, If any were still in ignorance, they 
have surely been enlightened as to the danger of 
“uncontrolled” inflation by the uninterrupted del- 
uge of warnings that have been poured upon them 
during the last two years by Premier Bennett, Hon. 
E. N. Rhodes, leaders of banking institutions and 
some professors of political economy. 

It may be taken therefore as unanimously 
agreed that to increase the money supply without 
intelligent control would be disastrous. But what 
of that? Nobody so far as noted up to date has sug- 
gested the contrary, or proposed that the printing 
presses be turned loose to run out paper dollars 
without limit, or beyond the limits of a definite 
objective. 

What has been proposed is that the value of the 
dollar be reduced to an amount that would check 
the ruinous course of deflation, and strike some sort 
of balance between prices and debts. Otherwise 
the debts cannot be paid. That is the very practical 
subject to which the anti-inflationists should give 
some attention, rather than waste time throwing 
rhetorical bricks at the bogey of uncontrolled in- 
flation, which nobody wants or would tolerate. 

Canada won its share of the war through con- 
trolled inflation. It was the unquestioned judgment 
of the banking fraternity that we could not other- 
wise finance our operations. The depression has 
thrust economic distress upon the people of the 
Dominion to an extent the war did not do. If we 
must not employ the same means to fight this worse 
economic enemy, what have the gentlemen who re- 
fuse to countenance such means to offer as a sub- 
stitute course that will make debts payable and en- 
able people to earn a living? 

A controlled inflation—not an unlimited issue of 
currency—is the point at issue. Why not discuss 
that for a change?

CANADA'S FIRST WRITER 

ON THIS DATE, in 1730, there 
passed at Quebec the first Cana- 
dian writer in Canadian history. 
The first writers about Canada 
were, of course, the authors of the 


Jesuit Relations, if we except the 
reports made by Jasques Cartier, 
Champlain and his contemporar- 
ies, but they were old country 
French and not Canadians. So that 
the first native - born author 
stands out pre-eminent, even if 
practically unknown. And, ladies, 
here is something to boast about! 
The first native-born author in 
Canada was a woman! 

She was Sister Morin, of the 
Hotel Dieu at Montreal, who com- 
menced on June 29, 1697, the pre- 
paration of the annals of that 
community under the unpreten- 
tious title: “Histoire simple et 
veritable de l'establissement des 
religieuses hospitalieres de Ville- 
Marie” (the simple and true his- 
tory of the establishment of the

hospital sisters of Ville-Marie). 
Her work, ignored for years, was 
made available to historians and 
| book lovers by the Societe His- 
| torique de Montreal in 1921. 
Sister Morin was a native of 
Quebec, where she was baptised 
in 1649. When 13 years of age 
she entered the Hotel Dieu at 
Montreal and two years later was 
admitted into the order. Twice, 
in later years (1693 and 1708) she 
was superior of the community. 
Thus she has the triple honor of 
being the first native-born sister, 
the first native-born mother su- 
perior, and the first native-born 
author. In addition her family 
has the distinction of having sup- 
plied the first native-born priest, 
Germain Morin, who was seven 
years her senior. M. E, Z. Massi- 
cote, the archivist of Montreal, 
asks why this simple nun should 
not be recognized as not only the 
first native-born author, but also 
as the first woman author in Can- 
ada. Why not?

One editor in San Francisco was 
about it.

“The next war—and that war may not be 
very far distant if we are to believe reports 
seeping out of Tokyo end Washington—will be 
a sea war. It will be fought at sea by vessels 
of the navy. Today, 145 vessels of war lie in 
the bay, abroad which close to 50,000 men are 
quartered. There is a reason why this fleet 
lies in San Francisco waters today. That reason 
will be forthcoming before so many months 
pass by. 

In 1914 another great armada lay in the 
waters of Portsmouth Harbour, Great Britain. 
One month later the world was embarked on 
its great war-making enterprise. Citizens of 
San Francisco and the bay cities should not fail 
to realize that the visit of his motnser fleet 
beurs a significance that cannot be too strongly 
impressed on them.

Caroline and Marshall groups of islands in the 
Pacific, strung between Hawaii and the Phillipines. 

The Carolines and Marshalls were formerly held 
by Germany. They provided a living for a few 
German traders who traded German goods to the 
natives for copra. After the war Japan received a 
mandate over the 1600 coral islands which compose 
the two groups. 

A term of the mandate was that no naval works 
were to be erected on the island A few 
before Japan withdrew from the League complaints 
were made that Japan was improving harbours to 
accommodate war craft; Japan's answer was that 
growing commerce of the islands called for harbour 
improvements. 

In withdrawing from the League, which gave 
her the mandate over the two groups, Japan an- 
nounces her intention to retain the islands. She 
says they are essential to her security, calls them 
her “naval life-line” and says that at the time they 
were mandated to her, Great Britain which agreed 
to her occupying them during the war virtually 
agreed that Japan have them to keep. 

Islands in the Pacific, even 1600 of them aren't 
worth very much as real estate either to United 
Sates or to Japan. The value of the two groups to 
either of the disputants, is their Strategic position.

The development of a well-formed neck is ;

Care must be used not to take the exercises + 
vigorously at first or one is apt to have a very sore 
neck for several days. (1) Nod the head slowly » 
far forward and then back as you can wit! 
straining. (2) Lay the right ear on the right sh 
der, then the left car on the left shoulder. (3) Ty 
the chin first to the right then the left shoulde 
(4) Lie on the back and rafse the head a number of 
times. (5) Lie on the face snd draw the head 
ward and backward. (6) With the head erect. » 
ternately tense and relax all the muscles of the 
neck 

Those who wish to add more strenuous exc: 
cises may add the following two: (a) Stick the 
jaw out and tense the muscles in front of the thro: 
contracting and relaxing these muscles alternate! 
as you make the chin protrude and recede. Do 
a few times, then try tightening these muscles by 
tensing and throwing the head quickly backward 
so as to put a sudden strain on the front of the 
throat. Practice this before a mirror and hold your 
hand on your throat when you do this exercise so 
that you can feel the muscles when they becom: 
tense, (b) Place a pillow against the wall, stand 
back about three feet and rest your weight on the 
forehead, while pressing it against the pillow 
Partly support your weight with your hands agains: 
the wall but gradually hold as much weight wit 
your neck muscles as possible, Roll your forehead 
back and forth in the pillow so as to strain the 
neck muscles as much as possible. You can also 
perform this exercise with the head sideways, wh 
will develop the muscles at the side of the neck ar 
take out hoilows at the collar-bone. Then tu: 
your back to the wall and raise and lower yo 
weight, supporting the body entirely on your feet 
and the back of the head 

Remember that exercise is like a putty knif 
that takes off fat where it is too plentiful and ad 
it where it is needed. There is no danger of over- 
developing the neck muscles. Those with a lot of 
fat at the back of the neck or with double 
will notice a distinct improvement in using teh 
exercises. Serawny necks will also fill out. Extr 
prominent Adam's apples will become less notice- 
able as the muscles beside the larynx become de- 
veloped, The best part of it all is the increase in 
the feeling of strength and self-confidence when 
the neck becomes stronger and under good mus- 
cular control. The poise and carriage are also im- 
proved and add distinctly to the general appearance.

One Pound Of Fish Contains. 


Enough Protein For 3 Days. 


|

If you are a family of two, one! 
pound of haddock fillets can vro-| 
vide protein for three meals, served 
on different days. Or the family of 
three can find its protein for two 
meals. Of course one pound of any! 
variety of fish freed from bones can | 
be substituted for the haddock. , 
Keep in mind, however, that deep | 
sea fish require less salt in cooking | 
than fresh water fish do and season 
accordingly. \ 
I am giving three recipes for 
cooking the fish. Each recipe is, 
calculated to serve two people. |

FISH CHOWDER 

One-third pound fish, 1 small 
piece salt pork, 2 slices onion, 2 po- | 
tatoes. 1': cups milk, 32 teaspoon 
salt, 1s teaspoon pepper. | 

Cook fish and potatoes in boiling 
water until tender. Keep water at) 
boiling point but do not let boil 
hard. Try out salt pork in a sauce 
pan. Remove pork and add slices | 
of onion. Cook over a low fire un- 
til a golden brown. Remove onion. | 
Add fish separated in flakes and} 
potatoes cut in dice as well as the | 
water in which they were cooked. 
Bring to the boiling point and add| 
milk. Season with salt and pepper | 
and bring to the boiling point. 
Serve with common round crackers. | 
After the milk is added to the) 
chowder the mixture can be boiled | 
two minutes and then set aside to} 
reheat for serving. Chowder has a 
better flavor if allowed to stand 
several! hours, so if you want to! 
make it early in the morning and | 
reheat it at the last minute for the | 
evening meal, the chowder will be | 
all the better. 

One-third pound fish, 1'2 table- 
spoons butter, 144 tablespoons flour, | 
% cup milk, 4 teaspoon salt, % tea- | 
spoon pepper, 1-3 cup buttered 
bread crumbs. | 

Cook fish in boiling water until) 
tender, Separate into flakes. Melt | 
butter in sauce pan. Add flour and 
stir and cook until bubbling. Add| 
galt and pepper and slowly add 
milk, stirring constantly. Cook and 
stir until boiling point is reached. 
Then add prepared fish, cover with | 
buttered crumbs and bake in a hot} 
oven until crumbs are brown, | 

Serve with macaroni baked in 
tomato sauce, ten-minute cabbage 
and kidney bean salad. Stewed | 
dried apricots would make a good | 
dessert. 


FISH COOKED IN CORN MEAL 

Try out a small piece of salt pork, | 
Remove pork. Sprinkle fillets of 
fish with lemon juice and a very 
little salt and pepper. Roll in corn 
mea! and cook in the hot fat until 
a golden brown on one side, Turn 
and brown on the other,

Napoleonic Coach

In light of the recent announce- 
ment that the Napoleonic coach 
model would not be the subject of 
;next year’s competition, it becomes 
important that Edmonton Bulletin 
Chapter members in the Fisher 
Body Craftsman’s Guild have their 
models ready for the judges by 


July 1 
It seems, sometimes, that the 
| simpler and easier parts of the 


; coach detail are least acurately and 
;neatly made. For example, it was 
noted on many models last year 


}that the toggle grips which hang, 


on the sides of the coach interior 
were too large or too small, that 
| their craftsmanship did not come 
| up to standard. 

Careless work also was noticed in 
the lower, tufted trim of the side 


| panels on many models, It is true| 


that the arm rests and seat cush- 
ions cover most of these panels, but 
it is quite important, nevertheless 
to have the tufting done neatly and 
accurately, The design and size of 
these tufts should conform to the 
detail of the lower door trim. Have 
the French knots in parallel rows, 
equally spaced, and not zig-zagged 
promiscuously around 

The curtains should be draped by 
drawing the material together, 
where draping is required, fith a 
needle and thread. Do not scallop 
the edges and then eew the fringe 
onto the curtain edge, as this will 
not produce the right effect. 

The curtains for the side panels 
are fitted across the entire panel 
Do not cut the curtain at the door 
opening. The door is left plain at 
the top and is not fitted with cur- 
tain material.

NEW YORK, April 4.—-Lieut.-Com- 
mander Cunningham, in charge of head- 
quarters of the Third United States 
Naval District, replying this morning to 
a question. as to whether he thought 
there had been heavy loss of life, an- 
swered: 

“Very heavy, I guess. Very heavy.” 


LAKEHURST, N.J., April 4.—Naval 
officials stationed here early today pri- 
vately expressed the opinion the dirig- 
ible Akron down at sea, 20 miles off 
Barnegat Light, had been struck by 
lightning. 


NEW YORK, April 4.—The United States navy dirig 
ible Akron, greatest of present-day ships of the skies, fell 
into the Atlantic Ocean shortly after 1:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing as a driving rain and thunderstorm whipped the Jersey 
Coast. 

Among the 77 persous abroad when the silvery bag fell 
from an undetermined cause, was Kear Admiral William A. 
Moffett, chief of the U.S. Bureau of Aeronautics, 

Wireless messages which sputtered due to crackling 
static, told of the crash. It was from the German Tanker 
Phoebus, outbound from New York for Tampico, that the 
startling word flashed out of the night, It said: 

“Airship Akron, withh 77 men aboard, went down a 
wreck near Barnegat Lightship. Keep sharp lookout, We are 
20 miles from Barnegat Light now, Chief officer and three 
men saved,” 

Herbert W. Wiley of New London, Conn., Lieutenant- 
Commander and executive officer of the ill-fated ship, was 
one of those picked up by the Phoebus, 

Wiley later reported trom the tanker to the navy depart- 
ment at Washington. 

“The Akron crashed 20 miles cast of Barnegat. Search- 
ing for survivors.” 

Wiley said that the three men saved early by the tanker, 
and himself, were suffering from immersion and shock. 

His cryptic words, “searching for survivors” raised fears 
that the big lighter-than-air craft had had to be abandoned 
by all hands.

HOPE STILL REIGNS 


Despite the fact that requests to 
outside sources for orders, which 
would enable the mines to keep in 
operation, had brought no result, 
civic leaders were still hopeful of 
finding some solution for the prob- 
lem.

Much as we regret the situation 
which is developing at Fernie, com- 
mon justice requires us to maintain 
our orders with the mines which 
have been our long standing source 
of supply. Regret therefore cannot 
hold out any hope of additional 
orders for coal

| Thousands of Jews and Gentiles in widely 
separated parts of Canada held meetings Friday at 
which they protested alleged mistreatment of 
German Jews since the advent of the Nazi regime 
headed by Chancellor Adolf Hitler. 

Meetings in Toronto, Hamilton, London and 
Windsor, Ont., Winnipeg, Regina, Calgary and other 
Western cities passed resolutions, urging, among 
other things, creation of a fund to assist those who 
have suffered from the unofficial German boycott 
of Jewish business, Representatives of Christian 
churches and political bodies spoke at most mect- 
ings. 

The Toronto meeting asked a boycott on Ger- 
many unless the alleged mistreatment of Jews is 
discontinued. It urged also that the British govern- 
ment take steps to lower Palestine’s immigratiqn 
bars and admit refugees from Germany. Copies of 
its resolution will be sent to Prime Minister R. B, 
Bennett and the German consul-general in Canada 

At virtually all meetings mention of Chan- 
cellor Hitler's name was greeted with boos and 
jeers ° 

A meeting of more than 4,000 persons in Win- 
nipeg declared its “solemn and unanimous protest 
against the policy off repression which the present 
government in Germany is countenancing against 
Jewish residents and citizens of that country.”

It seems reasonable to suppose that every adult 
Canadian of sound mind who either reads the news- 
papers or listens to the radio understands by this 
time that the country would run into very serious 
difficulties if it were to increase its currency to an 
“unlimited” extent, or even to an obviously absurd 
degree. 

Dumb as we are, it is even safe to assume that 
most Canadians knew this long before the depres- 
sion struck us. If any were still in ignorance, they 
have surely been enlightened as to the danger of 
uncontrolled” inflation by the uninterrupted del- 
uge of warnings that bave been poured upon them 
during the last two years by Premier Bennett, Hon 
E. N. Rhodes, leaders of banking institutions and 
some professors of political economy. 

It may be taken therefore as unanimously 
agreed that to increase the money supply without 
intelligent control would be disastrous. But what 
of that? Nobody so far as noted up to date has sug- 
gested the contrary, or proposed that the printing 
presses be turned loose to run out paper dollars 
without limit, or beyond the limits of a definite 
objective. . 

What has been proposed is that the value of the 
dollar be reduced to an amount that would check 
the ruinous course of deflation, and strike some sort 
of balance between prices and debts. Otherwise 
the debts cannot be paid. That is the very practical 
subject to which the anti-inflationists should give 
some attention, rather than waste time throwing 
rhetorical bricks at the bogey of uncontrolled in- 
flation, which nobody wants or would tolerate. 

Canada won its share of the war through con- 
trolled inflation. It was the unquestioned judgment 
of the banking fraternity that we could not other- 
wise finance our operations. The depression has 
thrust economic distress upon the people of the 
Dominion to an extent the war did not do. If we 
must not employ the same means to fight this worse 
economic enemy, what have the gentlemen who re- 
fuse to countenance such means to offer as a sub- 
stitute course that will make debts payable and en- 
able people to earn a living?

One editor in San Francisco was more frank 
about it. Discussing the visit of the combined U. 
S. fleets to San Francisco bay he said:— 

“The next war—and that war may not be 
very far distant if we are to believe reports 
seeping out of Tokyo and Washington—will be 
asea war. It will be fought at sea by vessels 
of the navy. Today, 145 vessels of war lie in 
the bay, abroad which close to 50,000 men are 
quartered. There is a reason why this fleet 
lies in San Francisco waters today. That reason 
will be forthcoming before so many months 
pass by. 

In 1914 another great armada lay in the 
waters of Portsmouth Harbour, Great Britain. 
One month later the world was embarked on 
its great war-making enterprise. Citizens of 
San Francisco and the bay cities should not fail 
to realize that the visit of his motnser fleet 
bears a significance that cannot be too strongly 
impressed on them. 

The months that are to come will reveal just 
at what this article is driving.

In withdrawing from the League, which gave 
her the mandate over the two groups, Japan an- 
nounces her intention to retain the islands. She 
Says they are essential to her security, calls them 
her “naval life-line” and says t at the time they 
were mandated to her, Great Britain which agreed 
to her occupying them during the war, virtually 
agreed that Japan have them to keep 

Islands in the Pacific, even 1600 of them 
worth very much as real estate either to United 
Sates or to Japan. The value of the two groups to 
either of the disputants, is their strategic position. 
Naval strategy is largely a matter of geometry, of 
triangulating areas from a base, Japan calls the two 
groups her “naval life-line.” Their positions which 
make them a safeguard for Japan, make them a 
threat to U.S. territory in Hawaii and the Philii- 
pines. Naval experts agree that they would make 
ideal bases for operations against the Phillipines 
and Hawaii. 

Hawaii already has a majority of Japanese resi- 
dents; the Phillipines are shortly to be granted in- 
dependence. United States has notified the League 
that she is “greatly concerned” over reports that 
Japan proposes to retain the two groups 

There's a new element of concern in the 
ation. Hitler, who may or may not turn out 
a great leader, is in the saddle in Germany f{ 
next four years.

A WELL-FORMED NECK PORTRAYS CHARACTER 


Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


Few people realize how much the appearance | 
and poise depend on the shape of the neck. A | 
scrawny neck denotes physical weakness, whereas 
a strong neck is apt to be associated with physical | 
vigor and strength. When judging from this light, 
the neck is an important diagnostic guide to vital- 
ity, Consider how important the neck is as the || 
connection between the head and the body; through 


| 
the neck pass the great blood vessels that nourish 
the brain and bring color to the cheeks and also 
in the neck are the important nerve cables that 
carry orders from the brain to be translated into 
action by the muscles and glands of the body, The 
muscles of the neck are extremely important for, 
| 


if they are insufficiently strong or are developed 
unevenly, there is an interference with both the 
blood supply and the nerve energy passing through 
the neck. 

The development of a well-formed neck is not 
difficult; it simply requires the persistent use of a 
few definite exercises, principally those which move 
the head in various directions. Here are a few 
exercises that I have found especially sui*>ble. 
Care must be used not to take the exercise ton 
vigorously at first or one is apt to have a very sore 
neck for several days. (1) Nod the head slowly as 
far forward and then back as you can without 
straining. (2) Lay the right ear on the right shoul- 
der, then the left ear on the left shoulder. (3) Touch 
the chin first to the right then the left shouider. 


(4) Lie on the back and rafse the head a number of 


times. (5) Lie on the face and draw the head up- 
ward and backward. (6) With the head erect, al- 
ternately tense and relax all the muscles of the 
neck. 

Those who wish to add more strenuous exer- 
cises may add the following two: (a) Stick the 
jaw out and tense the muscles in front of the throat, 
contracting and relaxing these muscles alternately 
as you make the chin protrude and recede. Do this 
a few times, then try tightening these muscles by 
tensing and throwing the head quickly backward | 
so as to put a sudden strain on the front of the 
throat. Practice this before a mirror and hold your 
hand on your throat when you do this exercise so 
that you can feel the mus:les when they become 
tense. (b) Place a pillow against the wall, stend | 
back about three feet and rest your weight on ihe 
forehead, while pressing it against the pillow. 
Partly support your weight with your hands against 
the wall but gradually hold as much weight with 
your neck muscles as possible. Roll your forehead 
back and forth in the pillow so as to strain the 
neck muscles as much as possible. You can also | 
perform this exercise with the head sideways, which | 
will develop the muscles at the side of the neck and 
take out hollows at the collar-bone. Then turn 
your back to the wall and raise and lower your 
weight, supporting the body entirely on your feet 
and the back of the head. | 

Remember that exercise is like a putty knife 
that takes off fat where it is too plentiful and adds | 
it where it is needed. There is no danger of over- | 
developing the neck mu:cles. Those with a lot of 
fat at the back of the neck or with double chins | 
will notice a distinct improvement in using te!lse 
exercises. Scrawny necks will also fill out. Extra- |! 
prominent Adam's apples will become less notice- 
able as the muscles beside the larynx become de- | 
veloped. The best part of it all is the increase in | 
the feeling of strength and self-confidence when 
the neck becomes stronger and under good mus- | 
cular control. The poise and carriage are also im- 
proved and add distinctly to the general appearance.

Most Canadian — 
Housewives Cook 
Fish Too Much 


By MRS. EVELENE SPENCER 

Written for the Canadian Press 

OTTAWA, April 3.—"“Do you 
think that housewives over-cook 
their fish?” I am asked that ques- 
tion repeatedly. 

Generally speaking. I would an- 
swer “Yes,” and I am basing my 
answer entirely upon what the wo- 
men themselves tell me in the 
course of my work in the different 


As a matter of fact, to be per- 
fectly cooked fish requires short 
quick cooking at high temperature 
As each variety of fish has a juice 
of its own in flavor—just as beef 
juice is different from that of lamb 
—the prime requisite in preparing 
fish for the table is to see th 
juices are not dried out by ov-r- 
cooking.

to make long cooking necessary. Its 
skeleton is light. The connective! 


tissue which holds its fibres of fiesh 
together gelatinous and softens 
at once with an application of neat. 
The protein constituent of fisn 
albumen, like that of white of egg. 
Carefully cooked, egg white is soft, 
tender and creamy; carelessly cook- 
ed it is tough and hard. It is ine 
same with fish. 

Before being put on to cook fish 
should always be well sprinkled 
with salt, and oven cooked f:sh 
blanketed with bread crumbs 
should be sprinkled with oil or 
melted fat before being put in the 
oven. In order to keep the natural 
flavoring juices inside instead of 
allowing them to seep out, the fish | 
requires to be blanketed with flour, 
meal or bread crumbs. (Of course, 
I am not referring now to boiled or 
steamed fish). If it is being cook- 
ed in a very hot oven a blanket of 
finely sifted bread crumbs 1s best. 
Then the great heat immediately | 
seals the juices inside the blanket 
of crumbs.

It would make it unlawful “for 
any person within the United 
States or any place subject io 
jurisdiction of the United States 
to loan purchase sell the 
bonds obligations of any 
foreign government including any 
political subdivision thereof, whilk 
uch government or political sub 
division is in default in the pa 
ment of its obligations, or any part 
to the government and, or 
the people of the United States 

The bill would apply 
case of defaults on war 
private loans to foreign

It carries a penalty of not
